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The  KPFA  experiment  in  broadcasting  serious  music  during  the  day-time  hours 
had  as  one  if  its  values  a  considerable  learning  experience  for  the  KPFA  staff.  During 
the  period  from  July  2nd  to  13th  staff  and  volunteers  alike  worked  overtime  to  keep 
the  station  on  the  air,  and  to  bring  public  attention  to  the  new  broadcasting  schedule. 
Advance  preparation,  however,  had  been  slight,  and  it  was  only  in  the  second  week  of 
the  experiment  that  a  major  reponse  in  audience  support  began  to  manifest  itself.  This 
response,  in  terms  of  interest,  subscriptions,  and  contributions  was  of  such  proportions 
that  the  decision  as  to  whether  to  continue  the  program  was  a  very  difficult  one.  While 
it  might  have  been  possible  on  the  basis  of  current  returns  to  continue  for  one  more 
week,  hoping  that  each  week  might  produce  enough  subscriptions  for  yet  another  week, 
the  wiser  course  was  obvious:  that  we  consolidate  our  gains  by  examining  the  errors 
of  this  experiment,  assessing  its  values,  and  organizing  a  coordinated  campaign  to  resume 
full-time  broadcasting.  The  date  has  now  been  set,  LABOR  DAY,  SEPTEMBER  3RD, 
when  KPFA  hopes  to  go  on  the  air  with  a  permanent  program  of  serious  music  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  if  the  campaign  succeeds. 

The  need  for  subscribers  is  always  constant,  of  course;  but  the  response  to  so 
brief  an  experiment  has  led  to  the  conviction  that  serious  music  can  support  itself  and 
will,  once  under  way,  increase  listener-sponsorship.  Our  present  subscriber  list  totals 
4137,  including  those  listeners  who  subscribed  during  the  experimental  program  period. 
The  contingent  goal  is  550  subscriptions  by  September  3rd,  and  130  subscriptions  each 
week  from  that  time  forward.  From  the  time  of  this  Folio  to  September  3rd,  KPFA 
will  pursue  an  intensive  campaign  to  increase  subscriptions  and  to  publicize  this  new 
music  program  in  every  way  possible.  In  this  effort  we  need  the  support  and  coopera- 
tion of  each  KPFA  listener.  A  LIST  OF  AREA  CONSULTANTS  AND  THEIR  TELE- 
PHONE NUMBERS  APPEARS  ON  PAGES  7  AND  8  OF  THE  FOLIO.  THEY  WILL

TIAL KPFA  SUBSCRIBERS. 
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Listeners  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  our  transmitter  who  have  difficulty  receiving 
KPFA,  may  hear  all  KPFA's  programs  broadcast  over  KPFB  at  89.3  megacycles.
